11 is expeditions have 
invariably been stamped with singular cunning and in­ 
telligence, barbarity and recklessness. 
During his no­ 
viciate under an experienced chief, ho was frequently 
exposed to imminent danger by the vigilance o f our 
eruuers ; once, when many o f his companions were 
destroyed bv a furious shower o f grape from his Ma­ 
jesty’s sloop Rattlesnake ; and again, in January, 1808, 
when two or three vessels then belonging to his leader 
were taken and burnt by the Drake frigate, near the 
Arroas, in tho Straits o f Malacca. W e accidentally fell 
in with them at this moment, and we well remember 
seeing the third proa creeping off under the land, but 
little suspected the destinies she bore, till wo heard of 
ihe Raga’sbraggiog nfterwui’ds of this escape, 
lie then 
becam e a chief himself, and continued, to the latest 
news from those quarters, the scourge of th« sea. 
He 
lias etnmissaries every where, and the intelligence which 
be acquires is of the greatest authenticity. 
If the ob­ 
ject is of moment, he undertakes the execution h im self; 
if otherwise, he detaches a trusty officer. 
In 1813, lie cut oft' three English vessels, and killed 
ftteir captains with his own hand, an nchievmcnt o f 
which he delights to boast ; as well us that he has per­ 
sonally slain twenty-five out ol upwards of forty com ­ 
manders o f European vessels which fell into his clutch­ 
es. 
These exploits, together with the seas o f blood 
wantonly shed by bis myrmidons, were a sit-o lf among 
the treacherous Malays against his aggressions on the 
native trade ; 
and lew , even o f those who had them­ 
selves lost proas, will speak against Raga, whose suc­ 
cesses against the Europeans are tho admiration of all 
the young men, and the theme of much of the modern 
poetry of their beautiful language.
